The village 
officers in the Estates taken over by the Government are 
also paid commission for the collections made by them 
under section 3 (4) of the Madras Estates Land (Reduction 
of Rent) Act, 1947 (Madras Act. XXX of 1947) and section 
55 (1) of tho Madras Estates (Abolition and Conversion 
into Ryotwari) Act, 1948 (Madras Act, XXVI of 1948). 

The question whether their salaries should be refixed 
at the rates paid to the bulk of the village officers in the 
ryotwari areas is now under the consideration of the 
Government.

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SRI G. NAGABHUSHANflM- Mr. Speaker, Sir, my friend 
Mr, Vatrilala Gupalikribhnaiah was propounding an inte- 
resting theory of disuributiou of land* Ilo wan tolling us tint 
by distribution of lands anions the poor, wo can jnoduoQ 
moretood. No donbt on tho laooof it tho proposition bo* ms 
to be rational, wo have hem sceim* in tho daily papi ra that* 
in Russia in spice of collective, co-operative societies, Russia 
is still in need of food. Russia could not supply food to Rub 
Germany because Russia itself watt in need of food. In 
Russia there is food scarcity in spite of land being distri- 
buted among the poor people* 

SRI K. KRISHNA RAO:— On a point of order. Sir. 
Are we in India, or are we in Russia 2 

At this stage, many Members from tho Opposition 
Benches were seen standing, 

Mr. SPEAKER :_I don't find any disorder, Thoro is no 
substance in the point of order. The hon. Member Sri Naga* 
bhushanam is comparing the economy of several nations* 

SRI G NAGABHU HANAM"— Sir, ] am coixiinor just to 
tell that distribution of land is necessary among the poor. 
But there are feveral things also to betaken into conside- 
ration before distribution is efhettd, via., enthusiastic 
labour, and th* co-operation by the Govonunont in making 
agriculture a success. The Government also must finance 
enough money. Tn this connection, T congratulates the 
Andhra Government f >r having supplied the bill I -doners 
and tractors to Adoni Alur area for the purpose of reclamation 
of land under Tnn^abhadra Lower Canal. The other day, my 
friend Mr. Magi rtedli w.w telling that nothing had bean 
done. I want to inform tho horn Member tint the Govern- 
ment have taken immediate steps to help the ryot There* 
fore, I submit, besides distribution of land, there should 
be sufficient help from the Government also, [ do not wanfe 
to refer to ttusua a* my friends seem to be very angry. 
Besides distribution of land what is necessary is labour 
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involved with enthusiasm and zeal, to produce more 
food. Given alJ these, I am sure we can produce more food. 

There are several other factors al" ^ to be taken into 
consideration. In India, there is the prol m of population- 
Population has baon increasing whereas land is not increa- 
sing. Recently I read an article in the papers according to 
which the population of India by 195S to i960 would go 
very high and the food problem would be very acute. There- 
fore, taking a long-range view and taking also population 
and land into consideration, I should say that mere distri- 
bution of land is not going to solve the food problem and 
it is only a short-lighted policy. Wa must also consider 
distribution of land individually or rolleobively, to solve the 
problem of food as well as unemployment. 

Then, the question of land law is in a confused state. 
Thro are a large number of Board Standing Orders and they 
should bo codified in chronological order. I wish to suggest 
that land law must bo codified and made easy and available to 
all the people. The Board Standing Orders must be arranged 
in a chronological order so that the man-ia-the-sfcreet may 
understand the existing law in the Aodhra State, at least now. 

Sir, tine Revenue Department is a very old depart- 
ment, as old m thft H mse of Commons. Most of the names, 
like Tabwldar, are Persian in origin. This department must 
be overhauled This department was considerably improved 
under British Raj whoa we Incl a Polioe Raj. Now we have 
got an ideal of Welfare State. Therefore, the officials also 
must change their mental attitude aud see that administra- 
tion is carried on effectively and efficiently. So far as my 
experience goes both as a lawyer and as a public man, I find 
that several applications are missing in the Collectorate, 

It is very difficult to trace the whereabouts of these 
applications aud sometimes they ara purposely destroyed. 
Therefore I request the h)n. Minister for Land Revenue to 
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see that such things do nob happen horoaftor and that tho 
records are kepi in proper condition. After tho formation 
of tho Andhra State, I myself filed a petition before the 
Collector to encourage a rural industry like puffed rice 
and I told the Hon. Minister also about it. Tn Kayadrug 
taluk puffed rice is a rural industry which ih well 
supported by the supply of paddy which is necessary for that 
industry- I file! a petition before tho Collector of Anauta- 
pur requesting him to grant licence, who said that it has 
been forwarded to the First Member of tho Board of Reve- 
nue of Andhra. Even to this day, no licence has boon 
granted for 'this puffed rice industry which will employ 
a large Dumber of people. This is the courtesy shown by tho 
Eevenue Department official?. They are very indifferent 
In spite of my best efforts, tho Revenue Foard is not 
pleased to grant me the licence. This state of affairs, I 
submit, must not bo allowed to cmtinuo and tho Hon* 
Minister for Land Reveuue should see that tho Revenue 
Board is put in order. Thank you, fc^ir.

Sub : Gr,ants-in-aid to States for the removal of 
untouehability. 

Government of india have tot sontts time past, been 
considering the question of making s^me provision in the 
Central Budget for assistance the Scate Governments in the 
matter of the effective and immediate removal of unioucha- 
bihty though no specific provision for the exists in ftd 
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Constitution. A sum of Rs. 50 lakhs has; accordingly, been 
provided in the current year's Budget for being given to the 
State Governments as grants in aid, to be utilised mainly 
for intensive propaganda for the abolition of untouchabilitv, 
particularly in the rural areas. In Part 'B' states and Part 
'0' States however, a portion of this grant may also be 
utilised for housing schemes and for the digging of 'drink- 
ing water wells for scheduled castes in rural areas where 
they are badly needed. This should not, however be in 
substitution of any big house construction schemes. In a 
few select rural areas in Part 'A' States also, a portion of 
the grants may, as an exceptional measure, be utilised for 
the digging of drinking water wells- Care may be taken to 
see that the housing projects or the wells do not perpetuate 
the isolation of scheduled castes from the general commu- 
nity- In pur anxiety to help the socially handicapped 
communities they should not be encouraged to nurse their 
handicap so as to continually claim privileges to off set them. 

2. Taking all relevant factors into consideration, for 
example population of scheduled castes, measures taken by 
the State Governments for the amelioration of the educa- 
tional and economic conditions of the scheduled castes and 
the amounts spent there on and the financial position of 
the States, it L been decided to allot the following ceilings 
to the various States; —

Subject to what has been stated above, in Part 'A' 
States, this money should be utilised Bolvly on the removal 
of untouchability through the agency of approved non- 
official organisations which may at present be doing social 
welfare work amongst the schedulfd castes- Such approved 
organisations should be asked to chalk out a planned pro- 
gramme for the approval of the State Governments. This 
programme may include ohe launching of intensive propa- 
ganda for the remotal of untouchability by (i) holding of social 
melas (ii) issuing appropriate posters for display at public 
places; like Post Offices, Schools, Libraries, Railway Stations 
etc. »(iii) printing of small pamphlets and booklets publicising 
the present conditions of the scheduled castes, and the 
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efforts being made by Government to eradicate the evil of 
untouchability in all forms and (iv) showing of cinema 
slides. 

These programmes can be actively carried out in 

rural areas by small bodies of voluntary workers to be 
engaged by non^official organisations on tbo payment of 
small honorarium. These workers should live in the 
villages temporarily, contact the local people and ensure 
that they do not observe untouchability. They should 
particularly see that the scheduled castes do not feel any 
difficulty in getting water frum the public wells. In part 
'B' and ( 0* States, in addition to what has been stated above, 
the grant may also be utilised for constructing cheap houses 
*nd digging wells in the non municipal areas where they 
are urgently required. 

3. It is requested that the State Governments should 
take early steps to prepare scheme on the lines suggested! 
above in consultation with the approved non* official orga- 
nisations, and submit them to the Government of India for 
approval within a period of one month. Where no non- 
official agency is available to take up the schemes for cons- 
tructing cheap houses and digging wells, these may be 
undertaken by the State Governments direct through their 
own official agencies. It is left to the discretion of the 
State Governments to advance the amount** to Associations 
or individuals concerned in the form oi interest free loan a 
returnable within a fixed period, or to give it in the form 
of subsidy, or partly in the form of interest tree loans and 
partly in the form of sujbsidy. 

If funds in any form are placed at the disposal of anon- 
official organisation, the following conditions should b& 
strictly enforced and complied with by them: — 

i 

(1) The organisation will submit detailed schemes 
within a period of one month explaining ho^ tne amount 
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allotted to them will be spent These sob ernes may then 
be forwarded to the Government of India for their approval. 

(2) The funds given will be spent to carrv on propa- 
ganda solely for the removal of untouchability mainly in 
the rural areas, 

(3* The funds will not be used for party or political 
or anti-Government propaganda. If it is found that this 
has been done, future grants will be withheld and those 
already sanctioned. 

(4) The names of volunteers to to engaged on propa- 
ganda work, who should be drawn both from the Scheduled 
Castes and non~scheduled castes, should be submitted to the 
Government for approval. 

(5) 25% of the amount allotted will be paid after the 
schemes and personnel have been approved by Government. 
The balance of the grant will be paid in instalments on the 
receipt of accounts. 

(6) The organisation will submit to the Government 
of India through the Stata Government a detailed report of 
the work done with a statement of accounts audited by a 

registered auditor. 

(7) The organisation will raise at least 20% of the 
amount) allotted to them by voluntary contributions. 

(8) Quarterly progress reports on the schemes under- 
taken by the Organisations should be submitted through 
the state Government to the Government of India. 

(9) The organisation will agree to the occasional visits 
of Government officers and consider their suggestions for 
the progressive working of the schemes. 

% (10) The organisations will agree to take a nominee of 
the Government as a member of their managing Committee. 
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No funds should be paid to any organisation or insti- 
tution unless it is duly registered. 

4. The Government of India will be glad to consider 
additional or alternative schemes that State Governments 
may like to suggest for better utilisation of these funds in the 
light of the peculiar conditions obtaining in their States, 
provided the ultimate purpose of the schemes is the removal 
of untouchability and the betterment of the lot of scheduled 
castes. 

5. It may be emphasised that the grants allotted are 
only to snpplement the efforts of the State Governments 
and should not therefore be utilised for reducing the amounts 
provided by the State Governments in their budgets in thia 
r espect. The grant from the Centre will be restricted to 50% 
of the actual expenditure incurred on the approved schemes. 

6- The State Governments shold make special efforts 
for creating enthusiasm among the depressed classes to 
provide voluntary Labour, wherever possible particularly 
for Schemes like digging wells, cleaning residential sites 
and drainages, 

7. The State Governments should send quarterly 
reports to the Government of India on the working of 
the Schemes, being carried on by them, either through 
their own agencies or approved non-official agencies. 

8. All private bodies and individuals entrusted with 
this work may be informed that the failure or omission to 
observe the conditions mentioned in para 3 above will 
compel the Government to withdraw further grants and to 
call for the refund of the grants already made. 

9. Funds to be allotted to non-official bodies may be 
advanced by instalments if the State Government consider 
it advisable to do so. 
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10 The State Governments should maintain a proper 
check on the work carried on by private agencies and on 
their accounts and may arrange for. periodical visits of 
Government officers to the centres where such activities are 
carried on. 

11. The Government of India should aho be informed 
of the schemes tkats the State Government themselves 
proposed to undertake for the removal of untouchability 
and for the welfare of scheduled castes. 

12. The Commissioner for scheduled castes and sche- 
duled tribes appointed by the Government of India is being 
requested to watch the working of these schemes by State 
Governments or non-official agencies and to report to the 
(Stoveriiments of India as to how the grants are being 
utilised. 

13. The attention of the State Government is parti* 
cularly invited to paras 207 to 209 of the Central Govern* 
ments, compilation of the General Financial Rules, Volume 
I, containing the general guiding principles to be observed 
in the case of such grants in aid.
